Normal temperatures prevailed 
throughout California during January, 
| without marked periods of warm 
weather and without killing frosts.

URGES ABANDONMENT | FISHMONGER CLAIMS 


OF 100,000 CHURCHES 


Survey Finds They Do Not 
Fit Modern Conditions. 


New York.—A survey of the church 
situation {n cemmunities throughout 
the United States, made by Frederick 
LL. Collins for the Woman's Home 
Companion, has led him to recommend 
the immediate abandonment or? at least 
100,000 churches which he classes as 
“useless and parasitic.” 

in the March fssue of the magazine, 
Mr. Collins gives the following funda- 
mental facts regarding the church sit- 
uation in America: 

There are at._present - 200,000 
churches in the United States. They 
belong to 200 different denominations 
and faiths. 

They represent an investment of 
$3,000,000,000, They cost $300,000,000 
a year to maintain. - 

They pay no taxes to the community. 
They pay their ministers an average 
wage of only $800 a year. They spend 
less than 50 cents per year per child 
on religious education. 

The majority of them open their 
doors only three times a week for re- 
ligious services, 

Bullders Now Dead. 


Most of them were erecied by peo- 
ple now-dead. Many of them are 
maintained by funds bequeathed by 
the dead. 

Most of them were erected when 
the village, not the town or city, was 
the unit of rational life. Many of 
them were intended to meet the social 
need of an isolated rural existence 
whieh no longer prevails. 

Many of them were bullt before the 
invention of the telegraph, teléphone, 
eamera, bicycle and trolley’ car. 

Almost all of them were built be 
fore the movie, the radie.and the cheap 
car. 

Writing under the title, “Shall We 
Tear. Down the Churches?” Mr. Col- 


lins declares that the logs of the aver-- 


age Protestant church would hardly 
be felt by the community round about. 

“It is pathetic,” he says “that the 
disappearance of so important a bulld- 
ing as 4 Christian church should leave 
the’ dally ttfe-of the community prac- 
tieally untouched. But would it not 
be so with most churches In your town? 
It was in mine. As religious symbols 
in the eyes of the community the three 
struggling Baptist churches had al- 
reddy ceased (o fupetion. Few people, 
even few Christian people, . realized 
that they were gone. ee 

Modern Churches Necessary. 

“This would be frue of thé average 
Protestant church—which is ihe only 
one I know anything about. The 
Catholic church fg a thing apart. It 
performs so many services for its peo- 
ple which the Protestant church does 


not attempt that it cannot be judged |’ 


by the same standards,. «I dare say 
even its humblest edifice would be sert- 
ously and ‘sincerely missed.
